_ Inquiry tnte the actual working of the national 
origins plan of tmmigration control bas exposed 


| some unexpected results. The theory of the plan 


was that by admitting tmmigration in proportion 
to the racial makeup of our’population we should 
assure a certain homogeneity and assimiflability 
and prevent radical changes in the character of 
our people.

Comment is hardly necessary. An increase of 
the quotas from the British islands is, of course, 
in keeping with the purpose of the plan, since in 
character, language, and political experience they 
are in the tradition of the nation. But the serious 
reduction in the German and Scandinavian quotas 
is entirely inconsistent. 

At any rate, the plan evidently requires further 
study, however we may be inclined to approve its 
principle... There is doubt whether the law requir- 
ing the President to put it into effect next July is 
mandatory, and we trust it is not, since the esti- 
mates plainly give warning that it may defeat its 
own ends and point to the need for further study. 
Congress at this session is not likely towhave time 
for such study and deliberation as the subject 
calls for, and it would seem to us wiser that the 
present plan bé kept in effect, with possibly some 
minor amendments the justice or expediency of 
which is demonstrable, pending a thorough clari- 
fication. 


A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 
A recent dispatch to Tu» Trrsunsz contains the 
information that English has grown popular in 
Russia and is outstripping German in favor. That 
would be, or is, an interesting and !mportant phe- 
nomenon. It is a plausible one. We suspect it 
derives from a natural interest among young 
Russians not in England but in the United States 
which must exercise upon the urban Russian imag- 
ination, if net upon that of the peasant, a certain 
fascination. Even the hatred of the bolshevik 
zealot for America advertises us as the outstand- 
ing example of prosperous and insolent capitaliam, 
and in spite of socialist jargon it is likely that 
thefe has grown an undercurrent not merely of 
curiosity but of envy in the Russian mind for a 
people who contrive to create for themselves on 
principles radically opposed to current Russian 
notions so much wealth and well-being. The myth 
of an impending proletarian revolution in the 
American plutocracy can no longer be taken se- 
riously by alert young Russians, and the desiré to 
read about the American scheme of things, to 


If this gains ground, the infiltration of Amer- 
ican ideas directly and not in the grotesquely gar- 
bled comment of bolshevik orators and journalists 
must have its effect in due time and should do 
considerable good in helping to get Russia more 
expeditiously out of the communist quagmire. 

Furthermore, we think’ the spread of English, 
even in Russia, is only another extension of the 
inevitable spread of the English language, which 
is an aspect or accompaniment of the! extension of 
British end American commerce and finance 
throughout the world. The practical reasons for 
knowing English are obvious and the language 
iteelf is well suited in structure and vocabulary 
to the uses of business and practical affairs. In 
this field, at least, its only possible competitor was 
German, and at a considerable distance. And now 
the European war, subsiding upon its wreckage, 
leaves the huge mass of American wealth and 
power, of American security and interna] peace, 
towering over the world. It is the greatest ad- 
vertisement of material success since-Rome and it 
will carry the English language round the globe. 
It will come nearer to providing a universal] lan- 
guage than has ever been practicable in past 
times.

‘a monopoly upon the product itself. , 
It is @ law of the colony that all 
opium imported and sold must be han- 
died by the government. This is done 
through the department of monopolies 
which department also has control 
over liquors and other narcotics. 

Opium is purchased in China at 
about $1 a tahil. The government 
price to the opium smoker in the 
Straits Settlements is $11.50 a tahil, 
counting freight charges. This means 
a net profit to the government of 
about $10.25 a tahil on all opium con- 
sumed in the Straits Settlements [that 
is all oplum that passes through the 
official portals]. A “tahil” is a unit 
of Chinese weight which is equivalent 
to 1.5 ounces avoirdupois. 

They Call It “ Chandu.” 

The local name for opium is chandu, 
this being the Malay word used and 
is employed commonly by all classes 
and nationalities. Chandu shops [opi- 
um smoking dens] are maintained by 
the government. 

The government's idea being two- 
fold: First, the chandu is placed at 
the easy disposition of those who de- 
sire to smoke and second a better' 
control is maintained over the supply 
thereby insuring the much needed revy- 
enue to support the government. 

In 1925 $291,336.98 was spent by 
the government on erecting opium 
smoking shops. In the big centers, 
especially in such cities as Singapore,

of opium. 

The signatories of the league of 


nations agreement are the British em- 


pire, China France, Japan, Nether- 
lands, Portugal, and Siam. it does 
not include Macedonia, Turkey, and 
Persia, three countries that produce 
lerge amounts of opium, and any guar- 
antee from China is abortive until a 
stable government has been estab- 
lished. 

In order_to offset the loss that will 
eventually come in the revenue from ' 
opium the colony has decided to build 
up an-endowment fund. This fund 
will be made up by annual contribu- 
tlons from the general revenue of the 
colony until such time as the income 
from the endowment fund will equal 
the annual revenue received from 
opium It is evident therefore that 
the p.stesent generation will continue 
to be confronted with Jegalized opium 
smokii-g and that for all purposes the 
Straits Settlement government will 
continue to be dependent on the opium 
revenue for its main support for the 
next two and a half decades. 

Habit Is Cured Free. 

Aleng with the league of nations 
agreement which has for its purpose 
the eventual abolition of opium smok- 
ing the colony is assisting to a small 
extent opium smokers who desire to 
rid themselves of the habit.

Wisconsin and 
Bar Pest Area Corn 
to Keep Borer 


LS and Wisconsin farmers so far 


have escaped the’ ravages of the 
European corn berer, and officials 
of both states have taken steps 
to keep it from gaining entrance 
through corn shipments, 
John F. Jones Jr., commissioner of 
agriculture in Wisconsin, announces 
that that state has revised its quaran- 
tine law on corn from areas in the

PLANT WIZARD

BY BURBANKING HIS TRUCKING 
methods, Fred Konichek of Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., has been able to cul- 
tivate successfully nearly a thousand 
varieties of vegetables. On eight acres 
of land last séason Mr. and Mrs. Koni- 
chek grew 900 bushels of onions, 400 
bushels of potatoes, and a carload of 
squashes and sweet corn. 

Konichek is 60 and has been a gar- 
dener all hig life. From such veterans 
amateurs can learn many valuable 
lessons in the raising of high quality 
vegetables of many varieties. 

He has excelled in onion growing. 
After government experts had told Mr. 
_ Konichek it would be unprofitable to 
raise black onions in the Prairie du

Human Monogamy — 
By H. L. Mencken. 


OME time ago, while I was lolling in the great Christian 
city of Los Angeles, studying its contributions to the 
| Progress of the human race, a gentleman representing 
ome of the press associations called me up and told 
me that a lady named Mrs. Anna Garlin Spencer was rag- 
ing through the south denouncing me as a foe to monogamy. 
The news, I confess, shocked me excessively. For years 
and years I had been defending monogamy with the utmost 


heat and eloquence; even in the far-off days when I was a | 


Young Intellectual I was in favor of it. Yet here was a 
gifted woman, of mature years and-noted for,her sagacity, 


As I say, I was shocked, but it would be going too far 
to say that I was surprised. The older I live the more I 
am convinced that the capacity of the human mind to take in 
ideas easily and accurately—and even of the highly polished | 
mind—is strictly limited and conditioned, no doubt, by the 
will of God. Yell “Water!” and the majority of his images 
will translate it instantly as “Fire!” Say “black” and 
you will be put down as saying “white.” Since my earliest 
infancy I have been a Tory in politics, and ever, since I . 
acquired the art and science of prose composition I have 
supported and celebrated the Tory cause; nevertheless, the 
Red chasers who now haunt the land clsasify me as a 
radical, and some time ago I was damned‘as such on the 
floor of congress. 

The other day, more strangely still, I found my name on 
@ let of pacifists. Worse, it had been put theré by persons . 
who were pacifists themselves. By what process are such 
errors arrived at? It is hard to make out. For years I 
have argued in favor of war as the most charming of sports, 
both to-the player and the spectator, and not six months 
ago I printed a long and rhetorical article in this place 
demanding that another grand combat to save democracy 
be started at once, and that it be made bloodier than the’ 
last one. Many pacifists read this article, I know, for I 
received protests from them. But within half a year they 
were putting me down as one of them! — 

As for monogamy, I believe that it is one of the few insti- 
tutions of civilization that stand in accord with the funda- 
mental instincts of homo sapiens. I do not argue that all 
men, under civilization, are monogamists; I simply argue 
that they would te if they could cast off the: influences which 
now pull them in the other direction. What makes them 
wander, nine times out of ten, is no more than the public 
expectation that they will wander. That public expectation, 
I regret to have to add, is often supported and encouraged 
by their wives. The female sex, as every one knows, has 
a great talent for martyrdom: a woman loves to suffer, as a 
man loves to boast. The easiest way to attain to this mar- 
tyrdom, in the experience of the average woman, is for her 
to suspect and aceuse her husband John of bootleg doings 
with the red haired widow around the corner. 

Is John actually innocent? 1 believe he is, at least when 
the uproar begins. His transactions with the widow, in the 
normal case, have been confined to a few shy leers, mainly 
esthetic in character. But once he is accused, it quickly 
becomes a psychological impossibility for him to deny his 
guilt. His wife, by her revilings, is crediting him with an 
enterprise that makes him somehow romantic, both in her 
sight and in his own. He has become, of a sudden, @ ‘devil 
of a fellow.” His friends flatter him by ‘punching him.in 


the ribs; his wife’s mother flatters him even more by recoil- . 


ing from him in horror, Soon it is as impossible for, him 
to confess the humiliating truth as ft would be for an 
American Legion commander to confess publicly that he 
served through the late war in the kitchen police. } 

Nature, said Oscar Wilde, always imitates art. The fact 
is never so plain as in the field of human conduct. All of 
us, in the long run, do what we are expected to do. It is | 
the immemoria! theory of women, born of their craving for 
martyrdom, that all men are liars and scoundrels. it is 
likewise their immemorial theory that all men are slovens. 
Neither theory is sound in fact. The overwhelming majority 
of normal men are both neat and virtuous. But thousands 
of them are. drivén into lamentable wickedness, as thousands 
are driven into dropping ashes on the parlor carpet, by the 
expectation of their wives that they should do such things. 


‘The normal man is a monogamist for plain reasons. 
Amorous enterprise is painful to him. It takes up too much 


expensive; it is dangerous. Once he has collared one woman 
he thanks God that his days of hazard and alarm are at 
an end—that he has come into safe waters at last. His 
vanity is caressed by the thought that he has a monopoly 
of her—that she has chosen him above all other men. He 
feels safe and secure; she has done her worst and can do 
no more. She is his: ergo, she is superior. Contemplating 
her, so long as she is not downright revolting, fills him with 
ease and satisfaction, like contemplating a policeman, a 
fireman, or a bottle of pre-war Scotch.
